DC Tcvr has been 
hampered by cabinet availability problems, but the solution is 
reachable from the Internet.

A while back, Bill (K5BDZ) posted to the list about using a series 15 
kOhm/.0047 mfd feedback loop between pins 1 and 5 of LM386s used in many 
radios nowadays. 


Well, I just tried it on both my S&S rigs (ARK30 & TAC1-40) and have to admit 
that the idea is really neat. In fact, I got very interesting results with 
this modification. 


Those of you who have ARKx*s or the ARK4 may remember the thread some time 
ago about the high-pitched squeak (or squeal) that appeared (in ARK4s) on the 
AF line when the AF filter wasn't engaged. And, if you tune your ARKx* just 
right, you'll hear the transmitter note slip past the mute line with the AF 
filter out of circuit. Well, guess what? 


The weakly muted transmit signal that annoyingly beats with the side tone is 
gone (on the ARK30). And on both the TAC1-40 and the ARK30 the hiss generated 
by the LM386 AF amp is considerably reduced. 


So another neat piece of info introduced on this list has made a difference 
in the enjoyabilitude of some more radio stuff. Pretty neat. It's almost like 
having a little "pre-filter" filter in the radios. (And they's both nice 
radios, see... )

Well Gang, 
I got several notes abt the tower not working as discussed in note. Couldn't 


figure out what the heck was the problem. Mine is standing tall (actually 
laying down now). Well, there isn't any gud way to say this. The tensioning 


given in the email was for the 1-1/2 version and not the 1" PVC tower. I 
screwed up and royally. Old age, or something but copied the wrong info. 
Looking at one tower and writing about the other... 


For 30ft+ you need 1-1/2" PVC due to compressive type buckling that takes 
place. The 1" works great at 20ft and 25' but at 25-30 ft heights it becomes 
a little trickier to tension but it works. The weight on the two are awash at 
the 30' level because an extra cross member is used. The 1" uses band clamps 
instead of turnbuckles. The tension lines run to the clamps. They are lightly 
tightened; enough to offer resistence. Then when all 4 are OK you tighten 
clamp. Cheaper than turnbuckles and easier to use. Also it avoids the need to 
have to drill the PVC and cread weak sections. 


There isn't a rock big enough to crawl under so my appologies a thousand 
times over. Those still interested in the 1-1/2" AND the 1" PVC versions I 
will have the drawings ready to mail out. The 3/4" version may be limited to 
20 £t; still not satisfied with the tension scheme.

I spent a good part of the weekend building the Wilderness Sierra and KC-2 
memory keyer. I am happy to report that the Sierra worked perfectly from 
the start, but the KC-2's memory keyer is a bit erratic, but only in the 
record message mode. When I play the recorded message back, characters are 


run together, "CQ" is sometimes just "Q." Even when I apply more spacing 
than necessary, I have the problem. It doesn't occur on every character 
string....only the third or fourth does it occur. R.F. *doesn't* appear to 


be affecting it either as I first suspected. 

I've been using the KC-1 on my NorCal 40A for more than a year without any 
problem like this. When I am sending with it, everything is fine; the 
problem only manifests when playing a recorded message. I am using the 
"Curtis/Super CMOS III 'Mode B.'" Any ideas? Thanks!
